The People Behind the Petes 


We wanted to find out what kind of minds could make a show like The Adventures of Pete 
and Pete and why they would do it. So we asked the show’s creators, Will McRobb 
and Chris Viscard |, to answer a few questions for us. 


Why are they both named Pete? 

There are rumors and legends, but no one knows for 
sure. Some people think Mom named them both Pete 
because she always wanted to have children with names 
that rhymed. 


Where did Little Pete’s tattoo come from? 

It’s a mystery. One day he came home after dark and 
asked his mom if she’d like to meet his new friend 
Petunia. Mom said “yes”, and Little Pete unveiled his 
famous forearm tattoo. Mom fainted, but over the years 
she’s come to consider Petunia part of the family. 


What about that plate in Mom’s head?
